Ottawa, >Xov. 12.— (iSpecial)— A mill- 
tary general order which was issued to- 
day provider; for the establishment of 
ordnance store corps and the districts 
decided upon are classified as follows: 

First-class stations— Toronto, King- 
ston., Ottawa, .Montreal and Quebec. 

ISecoud-class stations — Loudon, St. 
John and Halifax. 

Third-class stations— Victoria, Winni- 
peg and Charlottetown. 

Officers are designated as follows: 
Three senior superintendents of stores 
at Toronto, Kingston, Ottawa, [.Montreal 
or' Quebec rank as substantive lieuten- 
ant-colonels in corps, two juniors as 
tmbstniitative majors. Superintendents 
of stores at London, 'St. John and Hali- 
fax, rank as substantive majors. All 
officers other than first and second class 
ordnance officers shall be designated 
tuird-cluss ordnance officers, and shall 
rank in corps as captains or lieuten- 
ants as gazetted.

The injured were 
removed to neighboring .stores 11 ml 
made as comfortable as possible. 

The force of the explosion broke the 
windows in all the stores across the 
street iii every direction; many plale 
gla»s windows won- practically ground 
to powder. Tlie lower part of the 
hotel is a total wreck, ami the upper 
stories are liable to collapse at any mo- 
ment. The cause of the explosion is 
unknown. The loss will be heavy. The 
hotel had been thoroughly renovated 
recently, and was one of the best houses 
in western Ontario. 

London, Nov. 12. — Geo, W. Atkinson, 
who was killed in the Itidgetowu gas 
explosion last night, was circulating 
solicitor for the Loudon Advertiser. lie 
had only been in employment for a 
year, and left home the beginning of tlio 
week, 'lie left Chatham yesterday 
morning for Itidgotown. He loaves a 
-wife and three children. Mrs. Atkin- 
son received word of her husband's 
death two hours afler she had receiv- 
ed a letter from him, dated Chatham. 



As a result of an explosion which oc- 
curred shortly after 5.30 p.m. yester- 
day, the. Paisley dye works on Yates 
street was totally wrecked, and the 
proprietors, .Mr. and Mrs. Allison, were 
badly burned, the man probably injured 
fatally, ami late last uight the woman 
was also reported to be in a critical 
condition. It was only by dint, of the 
greatest exertions on the part of res- 
cuers that the unfortunate Mr. and Mrs. 
Allison and .Mrs. Keast, who was em- 
ployed as a dressmaker at the works, 
were saved from being burned to death 
in the wreck of the destroyed buildiug, 
which took lire ai'ter the collapse follow- 
ing itho explosion. 

-Mrs. Allison, it will be remembered, 

was badly burned as a result of a tire 
winch followed a similar explosion of 
gasoline in February last at a building 
then occupied by tlieni on the same side 
of Vates street, nearer Douglas, the 
build/ing being gutted by the lire which 
followed the explosion. The woman 
was cleaning some clothes with gaso- 
line—the clothes Usually being cleaned 
at the Vates street building before be- 
ing taken to the factory on Fort street, 
where the dyeing is done. She had a 
small quantity of gasoline in a bowl, 
and when her work had been complet- 
ed she was in the act of pouring the 
remaining gasoline back into a tank, 
in which gasoline was stored in the low, 
or part of the building, wheal the ex- 
plosion occurred. 

The building is, or rather was, a 
wooden frame structure, with one .storey 
bellow the level of the sidewalk, the 
Moor of the other story being level with 
the street. The woman was :it work 
ia the rear part of the basement, the 
man was sitting in a chair on the floor 
above reading a newspaper, whale near- 
t'he front of the building, in another 



room, Airs. Keast was nit work on some 
clothes. When • Mrs. Allison stepped 
over from the table where she had been 
at work to replace the left-over gaso- 
line in the tank, which stood near the 
back of the lower part of the building, 
the explosion occurred with a noise 
(•Vat could be heard for a considerable 
distance, and the.' &:oci< jarred all the 
houses an the neighborhood, breaking 
windows and shattering glassware, 
brockery and brie-o-bnic. 

Mrs. Allison, ki '-■•■■] irown by the 

force of the explosion and badly burn- 
ed by the lire which immediately fol- 
lowed, was soon pinioned below the 
fallen floor — the ceiling and Door above 
her having dropped down upon her, 
nnd her husband, .who was sitting on the 
upper II"";'. roll through the wrecked 
flooring and was caught as though in 
■ l rise by falling boards, which jammed 
him In ti ween them in a sitting posi- 
tion, the lcavy weight gripping him 
"li tin- IwiCk and across the shoulders 
• • thai) he eou'd not move, ami Mrs. 
Keast, the dressmaker, was also pin- 
ioned by the debris, being coughl

There they were held in the tumble-

liwo at least would have suffered a hor- 
rible death. 

Suffering terrible agony from the 
'burns inlbeted on her legs, arms, hands 
hud face, the unfortunate Mrs. Allison 
bould not hear the- shouts of the res- 
cuers who were hurrying to free her, 
though 'the tear and crunch of the tim- 
bers which continued to fall, and the 
leaping •tongues of Hume which were 
beginning to grow as they circled to- 
ward the debris which held her a pris- 
oner. Mr. Allison, himself also held 
fast and gripped so tight that strug- 
ble as he would he could not free him- 
self from the lire which flared up be- 
side him. licking his face and hands 
and burning off every hair on bis head 
and face. He was left bald, and his 
tnoiistac'lie and whiskers were burned off 
leaving his head and face completely 
bare, and his hands were horribly burn- 
ed as be grasped the timbers and fal- 
len mouldings which held him in the 
'wniin effort to tear himself free 'from 
'the flames that threatened him. 
I All the while us he struggled, he 
knew thin* his wife was held fast oil

Revolution's Quiet Success Is 
Proof of Scheme By [Waster 
Minds. 



Colon, Nov. 12.— fWlin-t impresses all 
observers oi' the present situation, on 
tl 10 isthmus of Panama is the complete 
success of the secession movement nud 
the orderly cautiuunnce of affairs since 
the cfuange of government. Tile success- 
ful execution of the secession plan shows 
tliiiit the work was that of master 
anituls. llbe municipal and provincial 
laws and regulations which existed 
under Colombian rule have been contin- 
ued. With few exceptions all the civil 
employees of Colon and its neighbor- 
hood have taken the oath of allegiance 
to the new republic. Those who refus- 
ed are being sent to Savanilla. Every- 
thing lias assumed an everyday quiet 
here. 

Ponfiro Melendez, the new governor 
o£ Colon, today expressed full realiza- 
tion of what Panama owed to the 
United States, calling that country "the 
new republic's powerful and generous 
godmother." 

iGeueail Melendez said : "Panama 
•will he able to raise between ii.OOO and 
0,000 troops, partly armed, in case t'lie 
necessity arises to resist a Colombian 
■attack, 'but I do not believe that any 
such necessity will ever arise." 

Governor Melendez says that lie 
would arrest General Reyes, who comes 
«ju a mission from Colombia, <>n bis ar- 
rival here unless he immediately accepts 
Panama's stipulations, among them one 
to (recognize the new republic. The 
general is due to arrive at Bnrranquilla 
at tike end of this -week, but Governor 
Melendez thinks he will not proceed to 
the isbhmus. The governor said it was 
impossible for Colombia to send troops 
overland to the isthmus. It is apparent 
that United States' warships will not 
permit any movement by sea of armed 
forces. 

Governor Melendez tried to send 23 
'armed men to Porto Bello, .but they 
rweiro stopped by the United States gun- 
'bont N'flsliviHe and compelled to return. 

No nenvs has yet been received here 
of any attempt on the part or Colom- 
bia to move troops to the istthmlis. 

The warships are examining all ves- 
sels arriving from Colombian ports, -wit It 
flhe object of discouraging the landing 
of objectionable persons. It is believed 
Mint the sending of troops by Colombia 
is the only thine that can possibly dis- 
turb the tranquil march of events on 
tike isthmus. 

The United States naval authorities 
on the Colon .side of the isthmus have 
not received any official communica- 
tions that tlie United States has recog- 
nized the provisional Panama govern- 
ment, consequently they cannot locate 
in any way officially with the Paua- 
maian republic. The American warships 
haw not yet saluted the Hag of the new 
republic. | 

The royal mail steamer Orinoco a<" 
rived here this morning, bringing news 
of General Torres and the Colombia a 
troons she took from .here after the 
proclamation of the Republic of Pana- 
ma. On the arrival of General Torres 
and lite troops at Cartagena the news 
of events on the isthmus quickly .spread 
and the General and his officers were 
rtihroateued with arrest 'as traitors. The 
threat was not put into effect.

.massacre by Turkish soldiers of bands 
of Armenians in Asia Minor. The 
butcheries occurred, according to Mr. 
IChutjian, about eight days ago in Baya- 
jzid, near tlie foot of Mount Arrarat. 
I 'In discussing the assassinations Mr. 
.Chutjinu said: "The first band of Ar- 
menians which was about one hour in 
advance of the second band, was at- 
tempting to reach Asia Minor in order 
to afford relief to the suffering Armen- 
ian farmers. It was made up of some 
ilifteen members'. 

I "The Turkish soldiers wore in'ormed 
that tlie advance body was coming by 
a member of the opposition party of our 
.society. When the hand arrived at a 
blockhouse in one of the pusses all were 
ikilled. It was simply a cold-blooded 
.butchery. The second band halted some 
distance away, fearing that their 
Jfi'iends had fallen into the hands of the 
Turkish soldiers.

Dawson Wants 
Canadian Road 



Klondike Declares Itself on the 
Question of Railroad to 
the Yukon. 



Petitions Dominion Government 
to Subsidize All-Canadian 
Route. 



'Dawson 1 , Nov. 12.— The people Of 
Dawson want an iill-iCanadiaii road run- 
ning from British Columbia to tin; Klon- 
dike capital. LE uecessary to build it, 
they want the Canadian government to 
subsidize such a road, as they take the 
position that the country cannot bo 
fully developed until better transporta- 
tion facilities are obtained. 

iSlnce 'Canada failed to get a seaport 
in the settlement of the boundary ques- 
tion, the agitation for an all-Canadian 
road hax been renewed, and the govern- 
ment has been jjalled upon for aid. The 
d>awsou city council and the Board of 
Trade have passed resolutions petition- 
ing the Canadian government to subsi- 
dize an all-Canadian road from the 
coast to Dawson, and copies of the reso- 
lutions have been wired to the minister 
of railways at Ottawa. 

The merchants at the meeting of the 
Board of Trade declared that since Can- 
ada had failed to get a seaport in the 
settlement of the boundary dispute, the 
necessity for -tsiieli a road, having an 
outlet at Port (Simpson, -or farther south, 
has become imperative. They contend 
that the Yukon country Avill never be 
developed to its fpjlest extent until a 
cheaper means of transportation than 
obtains at jpresenl will render this coun- 
try no longer remote from the centers of 
civilization. 

The {merchant:* insist that .keening 
stocks of goods on hand for .all winter 
is far too expensive, and that present 
transportation facilities do not give sat- 
isfaction the year around. The people 
of [Dawson are a unit for such a rail- 
road, and the phi.n will be urged in 
every way possible upon the authori- 
ties at Ottawa. 

, The Vukon river closed at Dawson 
yesterday. All navigation on the river 
has now suspended, and the stages run- 
ning from White Horse are making 
good time carrying passengers and mail. 

Three upper and four lower liver 
steamers failed to make Dawson with 
their cargoes before the river closed. 
The last boat to leave Dawson for 
"W Into Horse had a hard light bucking 
the ice. All the buckets from the paddle 
wheel of the steamer were broken bat- 
tling the ice lines. The wheel was re- 
paired time .and .again by the crew, but 
the steamer was so badly jammed by the 
iee that she threatened often to go 
dowji with her 100 passengers.

COMMERCIAL I X D E P FA'iT>E NIC E 

■ Tlie Toronto Globe lias a long article 
nnd a munber of interviews with promi- 
nent men, on tlie extent to which Can- 
ada is likely to be affected by tlie indus- 
trial condition of tin- United States 
Which is, upon the whole, very comfor- 
table reading. It points out that in 
trial condition of the United States, 
were ^5,50(1,810 out ot a total of 
$70,131,735, or in the neighborhood of 
dirty per cent, while now they are 
S71,7S3,!>li) out <»X a total of $210,082,- 
033, or thirty-three per cent. So that a 
decrease in the ^mrcha-sing power of 
tho 'United 'States will not affect Cnn- 
adn to anything like the same degree 
as before. Its general conclusion is 
that, "if one goes back to the time pre- 
ceding tho McKinley tariff of 1S0O, ouc 
•will find that a very large proportion of 
■Canada's exports, especially of the field 
and the forest, was going to the United 
states, and that, naturally, whenever 
the demand fell off from that great mar- 
ket, Canadian exporters have ifelt the 
pinch of hard times, curtailed their pur- 
chases, and brought about considerable 
depression. Since the passage of the 
LMc-Kiuley bill, followed as it was after 
a short period of more liberal fiscal ar- 
rangements under Mr. Cleveland by the 
adoption of the Dingley tariff in 1S9S, 
there can bo no doubt at all that Can- 
ada's industrial, commercial and finan- 
cial relations with the (United States, 
instead of becoming so intimate that 
any disaster pn the other side must at 
once have a secondary effect here, have 
drifted away from those of the United 
States, until today there is no reason 
-ill the world why either a commercial 
or an industrial panic iu the United 
States should affect us very much more 
severly than a similar panic in France 
or Germany." In the interviews which 
follow this article, the universal note 
struck is that Canada lias nothing to 
fear except from the dumping tenden- 
cies of United .States manufacturers 
which have already begun to manifest 
themselves in the iron and steel indus- 
tries. Canadian iron and steel manu- 
facturers are nervous about the future. 
(The Globe remarks that a steadying in- 
fluence against this- dumping tendency 
is the existence of many branch plants 
of American manufacturies in Canada. 
,AVo are rather doubtful about that. We 
should rather expect a shut down of 
these plants in 'Canada until the surphw 
(manufactures in the United States were 
got rid of. However, if it is a steady- 
ing influence, it would be interesting to 
have an explanation from the Globe 
of what has caused these plants to be | 
established in Canada. Our answer 
would be at once, the 'Canadian national 
policy, which, by means of protective 
duties, has insisted that manufactures 
for the Canadian market should be car- 
ried on on Canadian soil, with capital 
and la'bor anchored in 'Canada. But as 
the Globe does not believe in the na- 
tional policy it must have some other 
explanation. The industrial independ- 
ence of Canada which guarantees im- 
munity from disturbances in the United 
States, is threatened only by the dan- 
ger of 'Canada's being made a slaugh- 
ter market for the redundant manufac- 
tures of the United States during a pe- 
riod of industrial depression. Mr. Geo. 
E. 'Dnimmond, president of the Cana- 
dian Manufacturers' Association, puts 
the matter very clearly in his interview 
-with the Globe. ".Business in Canada," 
lie says, "is prosperous at the present 



inntiug outside tho protected area. On 
that point the Globes docs not touch, al- 
though it is the plain inference from the 
apprehensions entertained by so many 
of Canada's most prominent business 
men. 'The cause of Canada's position of 
satisfactory independence of commercial 
conditions in the 'United .States is, wo 
should say, the complete defeat of the 
reciprocity campaign carried on by the 
Globe and the .Liberal party iu the 

181)1; and a subsidiary cause is, that I will get wo'rso 
When the Liberal party got into power] those who wish 
in 1SO0, it did not reverse tlie tariff 
policy of its predecessors. Had the 
Liberal party torn down the barriers of 
protection, Canada would have had no 
home market for her raw products. 
Everything would have been sold to, 
and bought from, the United States, so 
that while the purchasing power of Can- 
ada went to buttress the industry ot' 
tho 'United .States, any diminution in 
the purchasing power . of the United 
'States would have ruined the produc- 
tive industry of Canada. We will ad- 
mit that free trade adopted ihy a young 
and undeveloped country would prevent 
industrial depression. But it would do 
so by precluding the establishment of 
any industries to be depressed, and 
leave that country to a limited number 
of employments dependent for prosperity 
and depression upon the manufacturing 
industries of other countries. It is pro 
tcctiou which lias secured Canada'! 
happy immunity 'from the industrial dis- 
turbances on the other side of the line, 
and the Globe's article upon industrial 
independence in its news columns, is the 
most complete possible refutation of the 
trade policy advocated in its editorial 
columns. The matter has a political 
side. It brings up that difficulty for 
the government, upon which we have 
always insisted, namely, that the ques- 
tion of tariff revision must be laced 
next year. Low prices and overproduc- 
tion iu the United States, mean the 
deathblow of many Canadian manufac- 
tures iu the Canadian market. It might 
be said that it would be to our benefit to 
buy from a foreigner at a cheaper rate 
than we could produce the same class 
of commodities at home. It must be re- 
membered, however, that the dumping 
process is only a temporary expedient to 
kill competition, au expedient made pos- 
sible by overproduction. As soon as the 
Canadian competitor was dead, the Can- 
adian consumer would be obliged to pay 
as high a price as before, and the costs 
of the process by which bis market was 
secured besides. There is no way OUi 
of it. Our industries must have pro 
tection adequate to meet altering condi 
tious, if we are to maintain the prosper- 
ity due to the independence over which 
the Globe is so complacent. The demand 
for it will soon become so insistent as 
to force the government squarely up to 
the issue of tariff revision. Then the 
Conservative party has the government 
iu precisely the corner it desires.

AX ODUD TIM Hit. 

'Mr. Laird Clowes writes in the Spec- 
tator an interesting sketch of the letters 
of James Cobb, secretary to the Honor- 
able .Bast India 'Company, who, in the 
years 1K1."> and 1810, traveled extensive- 
ly in England and Scotland. Being an 
observer as well as a man of cultured 
taste, be wrote usually to his brother in 
[London descriptions of what; he saw, 
more especially things of literary or his- 
torical interest. Of the numerous anec- 
dotes given by Mr. Clowes, in his review 
of these letters, one or two must sul- 
fice: 

Chirk Castle interested t'obb greatly; 
and lie tells a curious story of a lady, 
a sister of Owen Tudor, whoso picture. 
I believe, still hangs there. This lady, 
like Henry YML. was greatly given to 
marrying, and did not die until she had 
Veil led seven times to the altar. When 
she was following her fourth husband to 
the grave, the gentleman behind whom 
she rode on horseback ventured to urge 
his suit. "Unhappily," said the dame, 
"thou art too Jatc. seeing that I am 
plighted already; yet do not lose heart, 
for should it fall out that I have again 
to perforin this melancholy office, I will 
bear thee in mind," 

Visiting Su'hutUrgh next year, he saw 
some interesting people: 

At Edinburgh, which Cobb made his 
headquarters for some weeks, he visit.'d 
the courts of justice, and both saw and 
heard several of the most eminent plead- 
ers at the 'Scots Bar. including Vr Jeff- 
rey, the man so well known as-' tlie 
writer in the Edinburgh Review." Jeff- 
rey struck his listener as being a most 
extraordinarily eloquent orator, as Well 
as a natural humorist. "I was particu- 
larly imipresscd." adds the writer, "with 
the .gentlemanlike intercourse which sub- 
sisted between the Bench and the Bar; 
and I could not help observing t < > my 
cicerone that the business of the Scot's 
Courts seemed to me to he settled in 
the course of friendly conversation be- 
tween Judge and counsel." Walter 
h<-ott, sitting as Clerk of 'Session, was 
pointed oul to the Englishman, who 
could find in ids countenance "no indica- 
tion of the genius displayed in his writ- 
ings." 



We found hi Edmonton still another 
town serenely confident.. of being the one 
and, only CanaMan Chicago when the 
great, wheat belt Is populated to Its ulti- 
mate acre. The railway north from Cal- 
gurv to Edmonton roughly marks the '.vest- 
em" limits of the present Saskatchewan 
Valley Immigration, whose eastern UOUUas, 
Its I have said before, are lOOSOlly repre- 
sented by the railway north to Prince 
Albert. It Is a C 1'. U. line, about 200 
miles 111 length; tlie train on which we 
traveled to the terminus, puffed nortti 
leisurely, as If reluctant to lose sight ol 
the Itoeky Mountains, looming far to our 
left, vague, phantom sierras touched at 
their tips with everlasting snow; we crawl- 
ed past little towns so new Unit the shav- 
ings of them yet blew about the streets, 
descended the Red Deer Klver valley, 
traversing the reserves of Indian tribes, 
and, arter eleven liours, come upon Kd- 
montou, cocked high upon a cut bank 
on the northern side of the Saskatchewan 
river. 1 retain more pleasant Impres- 
sions of the Edmonton district tliun of 
any other part of Western Canada. ^ It 
is the most northerly town lu the New 
World: c.\eept tin' communities of tlie 
Yukon; Its back doors open on tlie Great 
Lone Lands as they are today, tho.igh 
tomorrow the steam thresher shall assur- 
ed!- Invade them, driving the fur trader 
further north. Edmonton town has inter 
alia a population of 3,800, eight hotels, 
twenty real estate oftlces, seven churches, 
twelve doctors, fourteen friendly societies, 
eight lawyers, one brewery, and the first 
bath we had discovered for nearly a fort- 
iilgnt. Under the influence of the bath. 
1 fancy we saw Edmonton lu a sort of 
glamor. Nowhere else did the park like 
scenery of the West look more attractive, 
more English; (from Its heights ahovo 
Hie river, the town commanded a pros- 
pect of winding water, richly wooded 
valley and emerald fields as tine in lis 
way as that to lie seen from the Star 
ami Carter at Richmond. Nature could 
not do more for Edmonton, mid If man 
could only endow it with better roads. 
It would, lu summer at all events, be 
something of a mundane Paradise. These 
were our llrst impressions; and after 
riding almost knee-deep for many miles 
on the Calgary and Athabasca trails, that 
were Edmonton's only routes to the outer 
world before tlie railway came, the Im- 
pression abides with me. it seemed as 
if tlie old Hudson liny pioneers who 
llrst set their stockaded fort on this 
bold bluff above the turgid yellow waters 
of a noble river must have some eye to 
the picturesque, as well as strategic con- 
siderations, of the best place for collect- 
ing pelts. 

OLD AXT> NEW. 

And nowhere else were the old Canada 
and the new brought before us ln such 
remarkable contiguity. Edmonton is a 
town <>r Importance. The northern ter- 
minus of tlie railway system of the con- 
tinent, the wholesale centre and supply 
point for the Mackenzie river basin, a 
region of nearly two thousand miles from 
north to south, by eight hundred from 
east to west. It Is more "alive" and alert 
than any town of Its size in this king- 
dom, knowlii" that the tide of fortune 
h at Its feet; and yet It Is the jumplng- 
off place for tlie wilds — the last outpost 
so far of civilization. Behind (and part 
of i a handsome warehouse, laden with 
dry goods, furniture, and fashionable mil- 
linery, you found a shed full of undressed 
furs, lirought in by trappers and traders, 
it might be a distance of 1,000 ni.les. 
Close bv is the shop of the "Otflclnl" 
photographer of the Klondyke and Arctic 
circle; tliore are 'gold weighing .scales 
on the shop counters and In sill the banks, 
for the precious dust washed from the 
Saskatchewan river sand, or the nugget 
from the Yukon, Is currency here, EU- 
mouton is lit by electricity, and has two 
newspapers; in the river at Its feet men 
wash gold from the black sand, and you 
can lioar the song of the voyageur as he 
poles ills York boat home after months 
of adventure oa river ami portage, tlie 
<>reat Hipper his only compass. 1 should 
choose to live ln It 'myself If I were a 
settler. We went twenty miles clown 
the river la a naptba launch, and the 
more we saw of it tlie more we liked It. 
It appeared a fascinating river that not 
only gives 10s. to £1 a day to anyone 
Who cares to come down to its black sand 
bars and . wasti out gold flour with a. 
■•grizzly" dredger, but showed plain to 
view on its sides the wnter-wawhed Seven 
feet seam of excellent coal that In Hold 
'In the town at three dollars a ton. 1' 
do not desire to lay much stress on the 1 
gold, nor even on t li.o coal, as perman- 
ently valuable assets to Edmonton, but 
its fur trade— now said to he worth £300,- 
<kk> to £300,000 a year — seems secure for 
generations to come, and Its agricultural 
possibilities are beyond question. 

TI1K LAND SPECTATOR. 

S'or must It be eonccled i'niit, In the 

opinion of othei jjarts of the West, the 
price of hind ln Edmonton Is quite as 
high as It ought to be. At one time 
Edmonton expected to bo on the direct 
line of the Canadian I'nciflc Hallway; 
it experienced a boom In 18S2, as 'Winni- 
peg diil. and In a single day Its lioi.es 
and fortunes were humbled la the dust, 
but there tins always been a great faith 
lii lis future, and land companies and 
speculators have consistently waited their 
tlni". It must be agreed that a town 
that could survive the disappointment of 
belug left 200 miles off the Hue of rail- 



way for seven years, and then ten years 
of effort by the railway company to build 
up a rival must have within or about 
it the essential elements of success under 
ordinary modern conditions. This nun 
been taken for grunted to such an extent 
that hotli the Canadian Pacific Railway 
and the Canadian Northern Railway sur- 
veys, although they cross tlie Saskatche- 
wan at points below, are deflected Into 
Edmonton. Rut for a distance of twenty 
Uflles In all directions from Edmonton 
the free homestead land has been taken 
and the Canadian Pacific lands purchased. 
All of tlds land Is not actually occupied, 
and of what Is occupied only a part Is 
cultivated; but ■occupation and cultivation 
are increasing every year, and within tills 
radius there are liow all the advantages 
of nil advanced civilization — roads, schools, 
churches, post offices, mills, telegraph or 
telephone services. Twenty miles out of 
Edmonton there are millions of acres of 
land that are free, or cost comparatively 
little. improved farms — that Is to say, 
farms already under cultivation, more or 
less— are to he had In the Vermilion, Stony 
Plain, Sturgeon River, and Fort Saskat- 
chewan. Agricola, and Clover Rar dis- 
tricts nt prices ranging from Ave dollars 
to twenty dollars an acre, and unimprov- 
ed farms In the same districts for from 
alve dollars to eight dollars per acre — 
the sol) generally a black mould two to 
three feet In depth. At Strathcona, on 
the opposite side of the river from Ed- 
monton, I saw oats running So bushels 
to the acre, hut It would he a singularly 
credulous observer who would accept that 
as the average yield. 

WORE. 

It bears to some extent upon tlie prob- 
lem of labor in the Edmonton district, 
and may Interest the prospective settler 
to know that at Edmonton we saw, adver- 
tised for on the hoardings, 500 men to 
work on the Canadian Pacific Railway, 
Calgary Division., laborers to get 1 dol. 75 
cents to 2 doK per day, bridge builders 
and bouse carpenters - dols. 75 cents 
to ;; dols. per day. work guaranteed all 
the year round. These were apparently 
not sufficient Inducements for the Gallcl- 
ans to engage in the neighborhood of Ed- 
monton. We saw a large party of them 
— some of tliem had come across tlw; At- 
lantic with us— constructing a raft on 
which to float down tlie river towards 
the district more particularly favored by 
these colonists from Little Russia. There 
are said to 'be now 12.oiK> to 15,000 of 
tlie Galleluns In the Saskatchewan Valley 
— good settlers, but bringing a sectarian 
problem with them not easy of solution. 
They are at home adherents of the Greek 
Orthodox Church; here the Roman Cath- 
olics are inclined to claim them, but most 
of them abide in the faith they had at 
home, The Gallelan abandons li Is sheep- 
skin garments more readily than his re- 
ligion, and In a twelvemonth after girls 
from Gallcln roach Edmonton quaintly cos- 
tumed in their native habiliments, and 
utterly Ignorant of English, they make ex- 
cellent servant maids, wear the custo- 
mary clothes of Mary Ann. and talk good 
English, They provide, indeed, the only 
solution to the domestic servant problem 
In Hils part of the West. 

THE AMERICAN INVASION. 

On the Calgary trail we saw more signs 
of the Invasion from the United States; 
in one ease twenty-eight prairie wagons 
from Texas, which had been on the trek 
for six weeks. The farmers thus Hitting 
north were Presbyterian, and they rested 
on Sundays, holding services. Their stock 
and their implements and all their house- 
hold gear accompanied them. Along the 
line from Calgary there are now over 16,-

— wliere It Is indigenous ami exclusive— 
to the backboard now apparently going out 
(,f fashion la the Wesl ; If it ever- flour- 
ished there, but still universal in the 
baCkwoods of (Eastern Canada, there is 
something In Canadian vehicles that to 
Europe appears .primitive and amusing. 
The eakche, a .periwinkle perched on 



high, springs, seems, on Quebec's Halmano 
liruesj designed solely in the interests 
of tlie medical faculty and the under- 
takers. . 1'1'ue buokbourd, a (.ong pluitk 
stretcned between two pairs or wucels, 
Witu no springs, and carrying a seat, or 
even two 1£ necessary — is 1101 elegant, 
and is oulv moderately uuuuoitu'ole. 'Dem- 
ocrat wagons, "frelguters," or '-Uukes" — 
considering the character or the roads 
and trails they travel on — perhaps It Is 
little wonder ttiey uhould not be spick and 
spun. A sprightly, varnished yeilow dog- 
cart would, on most Canadian roads, bo 
as out of place as 11 motor car 011 the old 
Caribou road or In the Rocky .Mountains. 

I realized this many times with grievous 
uchluga of the lumbar regions, ami once 
peculiarly when we had to disintegrate 
a 'backboard to carry it over the smoulder- 
ing tree trunks thut had •fallen across tlie 
trull lu a forest lire. 

But of tlie Canadian pony who shall 
speak with too much praise, though he 
sayeth not among the trumpets, ha, ha! 
nor smells the battle afar off, the thun- 
der of the captains, and the shouting? 
Itroncho and cayuse, or cayuse-cum thor- 
oughbred, light, tall undoeked, docile, 
sure footed, often cheaper than a bicycle 
—It Is no wonder everyone in the West 
rides, if it is only to go to the store for 
an trance u f tobacco, anil seeing the mighty 
herds of ponies on the foot lillis and the 
Plains, It seemed odd that so much of the 
horse flesh needed lu the Transvaal had 
to come from South America.

And then hotels; having taken their 
lesson from the United States, the Can- 
adians have much to teach us in the man- 
agement of hotels, if we accept the pre- 
mise that these are at their best when 
they are least like home ami equipped 
with most machinery. From Quebec to 
Vancouver, the 'best hotels are those of 
the C. P. It. With the Chateau Prontenac 
one of the most magnificent hotels In the 
world, superbly situated on Dilfferlu Ter- 
race, dominating city and citadel, the, 
railway company has added incalculably 
to the popularity of Quebec among tour- 
ists. Almost neglected before la spite 
of Its historic Interest, its old romance, 
Quebec Is now, in the season, thronged 
with visitors from ttie States, wdio love 
a good hotel more than a great cathe- 
dral. The I 'lace Vigor Hotel, of the 
same company, shares with the Windsor 
the best hotel trade of Montreal; the com- 
pan-'s hotels ami chalets make tlie Uocky 
Mountains as populous and gay as Switz- 
erland, and tin- latest of its caravanserles 
Is soon t,, r i 8e | n victoria, Vancouver. 
A Canadian hotel of the first-class com- 
bines in some way tlie 
Itoyal Exchange with tlie

big hall Is used not only 'by guests, but 
as the rendezvous for residents of the 
city who may, or may not, have the ex- 
cuse for using It that they have friends 
staying in tile house. The onlv tpiallil- 
cntloiis apparently essential to admittance 
on tlie part of anyone who has no rooms iu 
It arc that he should have on respectable 
clothes, and not too ostentatiously fall 
asleep on the lounges. At the King Ed- 
ward Hotel in Toronto, Canada's latest 
triumph in hotels, they keep a man speci- 
ally to waken well known citizens who, 
presumably waiting to keep appointments, 
or slightly overcome by heat ami the 
"Iilghbair—otherwlso whisky anil soda- 
doze on the hall scats to the lulling Strains 

of the orchestra. 

SAI.UT! 

Canadian hotels are nearly nil managed 
on tht' American plan wherein- 11 fixed 
charge Is mailt; for bed and board, tlie 
rate varying from i'l a dav at the very 
best down to four shillings a day in the 
rural districts, where the waiter affably 
calls you hoss. Your bedroom has a tele- 
phone by which, on Sunday, when no 
drink Is served at the bar, you order up 

alcoholic assuage! its, if such be your 

weakness, r converse with your friend 
hi Ids bedroom 120 miles away In Ottawa. 
'I'hi' uieal8 are more elaborate than are 
got m British hotels, us a rule, and in 
detail as good, though beef ami mutton 
arc inferior to ours. In a dining room 
with hundreds of guests, not half a dozen 
drink wine, spirits, or beer, and they arc 
probably Europeans who have not vet got 
into tlie custom of tin.' country. The 
•tlijucttc of drinking is full of" novelty 
¥nd surprise for the foreigner. From 
sea to sea, sit hotel bar or saloon, bis 
order for rye whisky or for Scotch is 
met by an astonishing confidence that 
places the bottle before lilm that he may 
help ii'mseir'. Tlie consequence, fur the 
publican, .,f such a confidence, if displayed 
111 a Glasgow 'bar might he the bankrupt- 
cy court in three months; in Canada It 
pays better than s|rlctly measuring, for 
the average-. "peg" men help themselves to 
Is less than prevails in Britain. Over 
the Dominion, Scotch whisky, Imported In 
the case and all the best known blends 
grows in favor to a degree that 'threatens 
the supremacy of the native rye. "Salut!" 
says the man lu the East for "Here's to 
you!*' and anywhere West of Winnipeg 
he says, "Here's a hot" Total prohibi- 
tion prevails In some communities, the 
result of local veto. There clubs are 
popular, ami the dmg stores pay like 
gold mines, for rye ana Scotch are iiietli- 
Clacs, nnd can be had In six ounce bot- 
tles. As for the hours that regulate clos- 
ing, they arc, In less than a lifetime's 
study of the subject, lndlscuverable. Sun- 
day closing, I was assured, is strict; the 
laws for other days are various In vurl- 
ous places, and 011 the Pacific coast sal- 
oons are open all night long, 
COIN 

It Is perhaps because a superior and 
complete condition of intoxication costs 11 
good deal more money in Canada than 
it does Io re that a drunken man is ti 
rarity, and tlie further West one goes 
the more Is this a restraining influence. 
West of tlie lakes, men speak of tht; 
Eastern Canadian as we in Glasgow 
spouk of the man from Aberdeen — profb- 
ubly with as little reason— as thrifty to 
a fault. A Westerner they say will spend 

II dollar ln the time a "blue-nose" from 
New Brunswick or a Montrealer would 
Ik' feeling in tlie wrong pocket for a five- 
cent piece. If tlie lowest coin in cur- 
rency Is. as has been always argued, an 
Indication of the wealth or poverty of 
a people then -Western Canada Is richer 
than 'England, for it recognizes no copper 
currency. The smallest legal tender— 
for a i'ox of mat clics, for a newspaper, 
for a tar fare, for a boot lace— Is tlie 
ltt,ve-ccnt piece— I. 0., twopence-ha'penny. 
When there are automatic slot machines 
there, they haughtily ileal with "quar- 
ters" oulv. The "quarter'' Is a shilling, 
hut In British Columbia It Is "two bits," 
11s in Hie States, from which the term 
was borrowed, an anomaly, for there Is 
110 such ttiing in existence as one "hit," 
"Tipping," says Baedeker, "Is not, as a 
rule, necessary, or (outside of the large 
titles) expected, but may be found useful 
when several meals are taken lit the same 
place. The custom . . ■ . should not 
be encouraged." We tried not to encour- 
age it In Toronto, and the celerity of the 
waiters declined fifty per cent. "If you 
try to 'tip' a man anywhere west of Cal- 
gary you will grossly insult him," Raid 
a gentleman at Edmonton; we tipped at 
discretion, bluntly, brutally, like Britons, 
and nobody drew a gun 011 us; the man 
In Edmonton was plainly a simple-minded 
Idealist.

Now York, Nov. 12.-rennsylvnnln and 
United stut.'s Steel preferred again aiv U; 
ed attention aud n degree. of unuerfpu In 
todavs stock market. Pennsylvania wua 
weak from the outset l)itt showed stubborn 
resistance in the neighborhood of 11-. It 
rallloiT agnln from that figure or Slightly 
below it ami the greater part o£ the trail- 
ing III tlie stock up to late la the day was 
close to 112. The contest In support of the 
stock scented to be abandoned after enor- 
mous absorption, an l the price was catrica 
to 110%, Widen rnllled at the close to 111%. 
The clVoits to support the stock were alilci 
4i t first by the strength, shown by Unite I 
States Steel preferred, ami by the second 
United States Steel bonds. The forma an- 
nouueoment that It had been determined not 
to cut the price of steel plates and struc- 
tural forms was a help to the stock 

Nothing become known to throw light on 
the large liquidation In Pennsylvania, but 
It was evident that a well organized bear 
party played a large part In the operations 
In the stock. Other coalers, both anthra- 
cite ami bituminous, showed the closest 
sympathy with the movement, rue gen- 
eral tone of sentiment In speculative circles 
became somewhat discouraged as the rail- 
road list gave way here and there. TUo 
outook In the labor world was regarded as 
threntenlns ami reports of rioting In con- 
nection with the Chicago street railway 
strike emphasized the feeling. There was 
also the report <>f a cut of 10 per cent In 
wages at Kail River, which had its effect 
in the cotton market as well as in the stock 
market.

He continue- too often 
to be restricted by the traditions of the 
service; lie acquires tlie habit of regard- 
ing everything from the point of view of 
that orderliness which is, to the military 
ofllcer, what paint is to some naval com- 
manders. The resuflt is that we have a 
'psychological condition almost antith- 
etical to that, of the commercial niiml, 
where formulitnn gives place to keen ap- 
preciation of those continuously recur- 
ring necessities tor business efficiency 
ami economy, without which there must 
be failure. The military officer, con- 
tinues Engineering, too often objects to 
initiative oil tlie part of his subordinates; 
the "regulations" are as 'tlie laws of the 
'Modes and Persians, and o.vory move- 
ment must lie sanctioned and the author- 
ity daily signed. This authority given, 
and tlie dignity of the superior officer 
solaced, it is a matter sometimes of in- 
difference :ts to whether or not tlie in- 
structions are carried out. As an Irish 
Member of Parliament once put it,, the 
service is "iron bound with red tape," 
and it is easy to understand how such 
a general condition militates against 
tlmt continuously experimenting creative 
FV>h<it which is essential to the main- 
tenance of the munitions of war in tlie 
highest degree of efficiency. There are, 
of course exceptions, and brilliant excep- 
tions. lAga.in, military olllcers specialize 
ami attain a high degree of ettkrleucy; 
lint they can never attain that freedom 
of action and of thought and that every 
day contact with chemistry, metallurgy, 
and Hieelinnios, which are so essential 
in the evolution of design. i\Ve I'Kngin- 
eering) exclude from our consideration 
of course such olllcers as gravitate to 
Woolwich Arsenal, becttiusc that estab- 
lishment oliotlid lie regarded as in the 
same category as the private arueiiafls, 
dint, even so, is its equipment as effect- 
ive as that of 'the company concerns? 
:Are not the successes attained chfefly 
due to the civilians engaged; and do the 
olllcers who are brilliant exceptions not 
'finally seek the congenial atmosphere of 
civilian service in ether factories?

The Merchants' exchange reports the 
safe arrival nl Newcastle, N, S. \V„ of the , 
llritlsli ship Vanduura, which was recently 
posted as overdue owing to a mistake re- 
garding her destination, It being slated that 
she was bound from San Diego to I'uget 
Sound. 

The Vandunrn lias been on the overdue | 
board for the past few days as nearly two i 
mouths out from San Diego for I'uget 
Sound, With reinsurance at 10 per cent the 
tlrsi day and 23 per cent Saturday, The 
rate advanced to the latter figure when a 
report was received that the British ship 
Scottish Moors bad reached I'uget Sound! 
from San Diego after a run of only nine- 
teen days, as against tifty-slx days credit- 
ed to the Vanduarn. It transpires, how- 
ever, that the Vandunrn sailed from Sun 
Diego on September 12 for Newcastle, Aus- 
tralia, ami Lloyd's agent at San Diego is 
charged l-lth the error that resulted in 
her posting as overdue on the Sound. Tel- 
egrams sent to San Diego by the Merchants 
exchange anil reinsurance brokers brought 
replies stating positively that the Vau- 
dimra's destination was Newcastle, Aus- 
tralia. Speculation on the vessel was 'be- 
coming active before the Information was 
obtained. 



THE STOItM TRACK. 
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Sealing schooner C. D. Hand Is a wreck, 
perhaps a total loss— at Kyuquot: where 
she drove ashore on Deadman's island — a 
little bluff of rock which stands in the 
centre of Kyuqnot harbor, and Is used as 
an Indian burying ground— during a north- 
west gale on Monday last. The schooner 
'Penelope lost her foremast during the same 
gale and was only saved from probable dis- 
aster by the schooner Idbble, which towed 
her back to port with much difficulty, and 
which brought the news of the mishaps 
to Victoria on her return from her sealing 
cruise yesterday. She brought the crew 
of the C D. Baud, except fcer master, Capt 
Senile, who is standing by the wreck, 
which iics at anchor, full of water and In 
a badly damaged condition at Kyuquot, 
and also brought the skins of the damaged 
sealer, 557 In number, and those of the 
disabled Penelope, 7.">0 In number. With 
her own catch of o:!7 skins, she bad 2,24!) 
skins on board. The Diana and Annie IS. 
Paint were still stormbound on the island 
coast, the former at Kyuquot with 340 
skins and the latter at Hesquolt with, 310. 

According to the report brought by the 
Llbhy, the three schooners, C. I). Hand, 
Llbhy and Penelope, started for sea en 
route home from the anchorage In Kyuquot 
hni'bor ou the morning of the 2nd, ami 
when they left the harbor they encounter- 
ed a heavy south-southwest gale, and had 
to run back for shelter. When tile l'one- 
lope was about twenty miles mil her fore- 
mast carried away, and she signalled to 
the Llbhy for assistance. The Dibble bore 
over toward the injured schooner, and at lev 
hard work got. two lines on board, and 
made fast. After towing for sume lime 
with both vessels pounding In a heavy sea, 
i he hawsers broke, and the Penelope was 
again adrift. Again the sealers worked 
to put lines aboard the damaged vessel and 
ultimately succeeded. These ropes held, 
and after f' ur or live hours towing In a 
heavy sea and In a heavy gale, the Pene- 
lope 'ami Dibble were at anchor in the 
< oast harbor. 

There thew remained, sheltered behind 
tlie Islets until the weather moderated, 
•Heavy blows were felt as they lay there, 
and the Diana dragged her inuduooks sev- 
eral limes, on- one occasion touching 1 
shore, although, it is not thought she was 
much damaged. The schooners ml dragged 
a Utile, hut on Monday last Hie weather 
seemed better and tie schooners Dibble 
and (.;. D. Band started again lor Victoria. 
Tlie wind rose again soon after the 
Itniid left her anchorage, and when she 
started to tack to get out of the harbor 
in tlie face of the northwest wind, she 
missed stays and drove ashore on the bluff 
Which lies In ttii' harbor, and which Is 
used as an Indian burying ground. She 
plb d up on tile ivef off Itie island, and 
tore awny iier keel and rudder. Tlie bull 
was cons dcrably damaged, but Hie empty 
air-tight tanks In tile vessel kept her safe, 
and the crew stood by her In the effort to 
got her oiT the reef. After several hours 
Work with hedge anchors and lines they 
succeeded In Quilting the vessel and she 
was brought to an anchorage In Kyuquot 
1. arbor. When the Llbblc left she was full 
of water, and had been abandoned by her 
crew, after I lie skins, stores anil Outfit was 
taken out. 

Tlie skins were shipped on the Dibble, 
together with those of the dismasted l'en- 
elope, and the crew of the Rand, other 
than Capt. Senrle, went on board tlie Lib- 
ido, which left for Victoria as soon as the 
schooner was brought to an anchorage, 
where she was left awash and Hi ed. What 
will lie done towards salving the 
'Hand will be decided upon by tlie 
company when further reports bav 
received on the return of the 
Queen City. 
Arrangements are being made with the 
. It. to have the Queen City tow tlie 
lope back to port— If the coasting 
Bteniner can be reached by telegraph at 
Clayoquot, at which port she Is expected 
lo be today mi route to tile westward. If 
tln> weather conditions arc not too bail It 
is probable that the Queen City wlU tow 
the Penelope home troiu Kyuquot, The 
Diana ami Annie E. Paint Intended to still 
lor home as soon as the weather moderated.
